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Planes Invade 
The Bedrooms

NEW YORK — We have had 
another fatal airplane accident in 
our 
neighborhood, 
with 
some 
more innocent bystanders killed 
by a plum m eting plane, and the 
to-be-expected 
howl 
goes 
up. 
This is entirely understandable, 
because a fellow figures to 
be 
safe in his home, of all places, 
and the airplane has now success­ 
fully invaded the bedroom. 
The w ay I see it, there is no 
actual solution to safety for either 
the airplane passenger 
or 
the 
person who lives in the vicinity 
of an airport. There is actually 
no solution to 
safety 
anyw here 
except in death itself, if you w ant 
to be real technical about it. 
• 
Death has 
a 
weird 
way 
of 
choosing its victims. This is espe­ 
cially true when death is adm in­ 
istered by airplanes. I notice that 
somebody 
got killed on a golf 
course the other day by an out- 
of-control service plane, and the 
chauffeur didn’t even realize he 
had struck anybody. 
Somebody 
else got killed by a sports plane 
while standing on the flat top of 
a M exican pyram id. 
People Still Get Killed 
Before the days of the bicycle 
and the m otorcar, death due to 
being kicked by a horse was not 
uncommon. People still slip and 
break their necks in bathtubs. I 
have heard of people being killed 
by falling out of bed. 
Mostly it is the innocent by­ 
stander who gets killed. Automo­ 
biles account for thousands of in­ 
nocent bystanders each year, but 
nobody pays much attention to 
their passing any more—except, 
of course, the heirs. We have ac­ 
cepted the car as a quiet killer 
as we once accepted the horse as 
a constant kicker of people. 
I believe that in the course of 
progress certain things may be 
accepted as inevitable, and one of 
them is that in an air age some 
people figure to be killed as a 
suit of association with airplanes. 
We have accepted the ship and 
the railroad as common carriers, 
for m any years, and 
they 
are 
both subject to inclement w eather 
and pilot error. I rem em ber that 
the Long Island Railroad a cou­ 
ple of years ago killed more peo­ 
ple In a couple of accidents than 
the 
combined 
four 
airplane 
crashes 
that 
have 
aroused 
so 
much hysteria. 
One certainly does not advo­ 
cate a disregard of all the safety 
precautions possible, nor does one 
become careless of the life 
and 
w elfare of others. But at the same 
tim e you do not cry a 
halt 
to 
progress because a few people— 
a relatively very few people— are 
innocently destroyed in the pro­ 
cess of progress. 
Risk We Must Take 
Along those lines I think the 
closing down of Newark airport, 
with 
Its consequent burden on 
La G uardia and Idlowild, was a

'Profit' Is A Good 
American Word 
A 
high officer of the New York Stock Ex­ 
change recently made a talk before the 
Indianapolis Rotary Club in which he dealt 
at some length with the subject of profit. 
In part, he had this to say: “In recent years 
there has developed a socialistic philosophy 
■which professes to see something unholy in 
profits. Just -what is unholy about profits, 
escapes me. The willingness to risk a loss 
in the hope of making a profit has supplied 
America with the venture capital which 
has opened new industrial frontiers and 
given us a standard of living unsurpassed 
any place in the world. 
“Profit is a good word, a clean word, an 
American word. W hether it is a m atter of 
growing corn in Indiana or owning shares 
in American industry, the profit-motive is 
a good American motive to have.’’ 
Profit makes possible the creation, ex­ 
pansion, and operation of the enterpirses 
which provide us with our wealth of goods 
and sendees and employ our people. Profit 
is the source of the huge sums of taxes de­ 
manded by government. Profit is one of 
the drives behind all the research, experi­ 
m ent and risk needed to open up new 
frontiers of knowledge. 
A stock exchange is an excellent exam­ 
ple of the profit-m otive in action. The peo­ 
ple who buy shares in enterprise natural­ 
l y hope to make a profit—either in the 
form of dividend income, or in an appreci­ 
ation of the m arket value of their stock. It 
ic this hope that has caused 
millions 
of 
typical Americans, most of them people of 
moderate 
means, 
to invest part of their 
savings in the industries which maintain 
our 
economy. 
The result is reel “public 
ownership” of America’s vast productive 
resources—a kind of public ownership 
which is the very antithesis of socialism 
and communism.

Early Primary Has

election. Moving the primary election ap 
proximately a month earlier than normal 
widens the time gap between the two elec­ 
tions and gives servicemen more opportun 
ity to get acquainted with the election is 
sues, to get their absent voters’ ballots and 
have them returned 
to 
their 
election 
boards. 
From that standpoint, 
the proposal is 
good. The experience in the World War II 
election year of 1944 showed that 
only 
about one-fourth the eligible servicemen 
overseas actually voted in that election. 
Many of them undoubtedly were unable to 
vote because of the inadequacies of the 
election laws of their states. 
The bad feature of the proposal is that it 
serves to lengthen the election campaign. 
Instead of a 60 day campaign between the 
prim ary and general elections, the drive 
for votes stretches over a three-months pe­ 
riod. We can well imagine that the public 
will be quite weary of political speech 
making at the end of that period. The long 
campaign also means additional expense 
for the candidates. 
Perhaps some compromise can be reach 
ed that will still provide reasonable op­ 
portunity for servicemen to cast their bal­ 
lots without unduly increasing the length 
of the election campaign.

Sensitivity to Chemicals in Rinse 


Can Cause Loss of Hair

The result described can 
be considered a dermatitis or eesema, and 
you should, at all costs, avoid using the 
same rinse again, or any other until your 
skin has been tested for it.

Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — The column has ob­ 
tained a copy of the so-called 
“Newbold 
Morris questionnaire” which caused one 
cabinet member to be 
kicked 
out, 
one 
cleanup man to be fired, and generally cre­ 
ated more furor than Washington has seen 
since the Korean war. 
The questionnaire ic similar to that sent 
to the Washington, D. C., police and the 
New York police. It was OK’d by the Pres­ 
ident. Nevertheless, most of the cabinet de­ 
murred against filling it out—tw'o of them. 
Secretary of Defense Lovett and Secretary 
of the Treasury Snyder, vigorously. 
They 
called it an insult to their integrity. 
Furtherm ore, 
Attorney 
General 
Mc­ 
Grath, at the next to the last cabinet meet­ 
ing he attended, virtually proposed that 
the questionnaires be junked. 
“I’m still holding that stack of question­ 
naires Newbold Morris wants to send out.” 
McGrath said, in substance. “I don’t think 
we should send them out. They're an insult 
to everyone in government.” 
The 
President suggested that McGrath 
wait until the following week and take the 
m atter up with him direct. Truman did 
not say so. but Morris had brought the 
questionnaire over foh his personal inspec­ 
tion, and the President gave it his blessing. 
Following the cabinet meeting, and with­ 
out conferring with the President 
again. 
McGrath made his now famous statement 
to a House committee that he himself might 
not sign the questionnaire. 
NEW BOLES QUIZ PROGRAM 
The Newbold Morris quiz - sheet which 
caused M cGrath’s exit from the 
cabinet 
starts out with some innocent 
questions 
about names of wife, 
children, 
amount 
earned by wife, amount earned by chil­ 
dren. Then question 9 begins to get down 
to brass tacks. It asks for a list of assets on 
the date the official entered the govern­ 
ment, with a list of assets today. 
This list of assets is spelled out under 
“Cash—in banks and elsewhere; 
automo­ 
biles; stocks, bonds, real estate, furs, jewel­ 
ry, household effects,” etc. 
Under 
this 
question, McGrath would 
have had to list his partnership in O’Keefe 
Motors in Providence, R. I., a Dodge-Ply- 
mouth 
agency. 
Since most auto dealers 
have made a lot since the war, presumably 
McGrath's assets would have 
increased 
considerably.

The ex-attorney general might also have 
had to list his interest in Textron, a tax­ 
free foundation 
manufacturing 
textiles, 
which was investigated by the Senate and 
from which he received an annual salary 
of $15,000. It is understood that he resigned

No. 14 goes into employment outside the 
government, including legal fees.

this question it is necessary to fill out three 
pages listing companies from whom fees 
were receiv’d.

NEW BRUNSWICK. N. J.—There 
can be a big difference between 
the weather at your head and at 
you feet. 
The temperature may be IO de­ 
grees warmer near the ground, the 
humidity higher, the wind less, 
depending upon the kind and time 
of day. 
This ground-level weather is the 
important thing for plants, for 
that’s where they do their growing. 
Science Takes Notice 
The ground-level climate, called 
microclimate, now is getting more 
and more attention from science. 
to learn facts for better and bigger 
crops. 
One of the leaders in teaching 
and research is Dr. Edwin Rein­ 
hold Biel, professor and research 
specialist in meteorology at Rut­ 
gers University’s College of Agri­ 
culture and Agricultural Experi­ 
ment Station. 
Long ago, he explains, weather 
men standardized on a 6-foot level 
for taking weather records. 
“This doesn’t mean much except 
in terms of human health and 
human comfort. 
We know today 
that forecasting requires observa­ 
tions at 5, IO. 30,000 feet. 
“ On the other hand, we have 
learned that there are fantastic 
differences between the climate 
at 6 feet and at the level of the 
ground. 
Warmer Near Ground 
“ On a warm New Jersey day, 
it will be as much as IO legrees 
warmer near the ground. 
This is 
a sub-tropical condition—normally 
on the same day you'll have to 
go all the way to Georgia or Flori­ 
da to find this temperature at 
six feet. 
“At night it will be $ degrees 
colder at ground level. 
This tem­ 
perature is about equivalent to 
what you would find that night at 
the six-foot level 
in Maine or 
Canada. 
“The humidity may be OO per 
cent at 6 feet, 
and 95 at 
the 
ground. The wind m a y be 30 miles 
per hour at your head and only 2 
at your feet. 
Growth Conditions Vary 
“Thus plants must grow under 
a much wider range of conditions 
than anyone ever dreamed of be­ 
fore the study of microclimatology 
was begun.” 
It was started about 
25 years ago. pioneered by two 
Austrian and German scientists. 
While man can’t change his own 
head-level weather, he can often 
change the climate for his plants, 
Dr. Biel continued. 
“When the soils get too hot. 
they can be kept cooler by dust­ 
ing them with white chalk to in­ 
crease reflection. 
Irrigation also 
cools both the soil and the air. 
Dusting snow with dark material 
will hasten melting. 
Shelterbelts 
will reduce wind velocity and keep 
the snow on the ground longer. 
In 
arid regions, this extra supply of 
! moisture in spring may mean the 
difference between 
crop failure 
and success. 
Seven Study Center* 
Ai Rutgers for 13 years, Dr. Biel 
and associates operate one in a 
chair of seven stations studying 
what microclimate conditions are 
best for different forage and pas­ 
ture crops. 
The other stations in 
this network are in Vermont, New 
York, Rhode Island, Pennsylvania, 
Maryland and West Virginia.

Of Dairy Cattle 
Housing dairy heifers is an im­ 
portant job and should be done 
well, says Charles Little, Upper 
Peninsula extension dairyman for 
Michigan State College. 
Little has supplied County Agri­ 
cultural Agent J. L. Heirman with 
some pointers on the loose man­ 
agement system. 
The pen or loose management 
method of housing heifers is the 
most efficient from the standpoint 
of labor involved.

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Chances Of Living 
After Heart Stops 
Takes Rapid Upswing 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 
NEW YORK—(ZP)—The chances 
of being brought back to lif^ after 
the heart has stopped beating are 
taking a rapid upswing. 
They now are six out’ of seven 
that the person whose heart stops 
while on the surgeon’s operating 
table can be saved if the doctor 
takes this heart in his hand and 
squeezes rhythmically. 
To get this high percentage, he 
must begin within five minutes af­ 
ter breathing has 
stopped. 
But 
that 
is becoming comparatively 
easy, thanks to the growing know­ 
ledge and skill of surgeons. 
Along the the better odds, which 
account for the news reports some­ 
times at the rate of one a month, 
of people coming back from the 
dead, there is a lot of new know­ 
ledge about death itself—particu­ 
larly about how long we can stay 
“dead” under the old standard, 
and still recover. 
Records Cite 350 Cases 
Doctors always have known that 
people are not dead 
when 
the 
hearts stop, but that moment was 
for thousands of years the offi­ 
cial death because nothing could 
be done to start a heart. 
Back in 1870 doctors used sur­ 
gery to open a dog’s chest and mas­ 
sage of the animal’s heart to re­ 
store life after the heart had stop­ 
ped. 
But it was not until 1901 or 1902 
that the first human heart was 
started again. The time is uncer­ 
tain because the eafrly records are 
incomplete. 
< 
The records since tell the story 
best. In 50 years, up to this Febru­ 
ary, there are reliable records of 
350 cases. Of these 112 lived and 
288 died. This is only one in three 
brought to life, but it covers an 
entire half century, 
particularly 
the beginnings when skill was not 
so 
widespread, 
when 
artificial 
breathing—which also has to be 
used—was not so good, and when 
blood‘transfusions and heart stim­ 
ulating drugs were not as 
well 
known. 
Until the last 15 years it was 
believed that if the doctor did not 
start within five 
minutes 
after 
“death” there was danger of ir­ 
reparable harm to brains, because 
nerve tissue is the first to die. 
Recovery Complete 
But the records show a few de­ 
lays lasting up to 15 minutes, in 
which the patient 
was 
brought 
back from death, with little or no 
harm. Dr. Frank Cole, Lincoln,

record in the American m edical 
association’s

“Only three cases w ere found in 
which there were slight resid u al 
effects. It may be said th a t a l­ 
most invariably a p atien t w ho su r­ 
vives cardiac arrest

stopping) recovers com pletely. 
Recent cases indicate that doc­ 
tors are now pushing the lim it b u t 
it still cannot be said for certain 
just how long it takes 
for 
real 
death to arrive. 
Massage—squeezing

hand— has becom e th e best tre a t­ 
ment. M edical science is devising 
other methods, 
w hich 
som eday 
may replace the su rg eo n ’s hand.

Polar Scientist Tells 
About Frozen Kerosene 


By JACK RYAN

News-Miner 
FAIRBANKS, Alaska — <&)— 
A scientist who spent nearly two 
weeks near the North Pole de­ 
scribed here yesterday the terri­ 
ble struggle waged against hurri- 
eane-force winds and bitter cold 
that froze kerosene solid. 
The Norwegian-born scientist, 
Dr. Kaare Rodahl, was a member 
of the original three-man air force 
party that landed on an ice island 
near the pole to set up a semi­ 
permanent 
weather 
observation 
station. 
He said that during the 
first week of their stay, the island 
was 
lashed 
by 
hundred 
mile 
winds. 
The 
tem perature 
was 
lower than 60 degrees below zero. 
Ice Under Dirt 
An air force C-47 on March 19 
fended the three scientists on the 
island along with a considerable 
load of supplies. Then the plane 
and its three C-54 escort craft 
returned to a base in Greenland. 
"When the planes le/t us,” said 
Dr. Rodahl, "we faced the prob­ 
lem of establishing a safe camp 
on the ice island as quickly as pos­ 
sible. By studying the old records 
of Arctic explorers, we had de­ 
termined that we 
faced 
grave 
danger from polar gales and ex­ 
trem e cold.” 
Dr. Rodahl said the three men 
first dug into tilt- snow to deter­ 
mine the nature of the ice 
on 
which they were to establish their 
•amp. 
"When we removed about tin ce 
feet of snow,” he said, "we came 
to porous ice and then dirt. When 
we removed the dirt we came to 
•lear, blue, glacier ice. 
That was 
as solid as a rock. Then we knew 
our island was safe.” 
The men immediately 
set 
to 
work building a shelter ot blocks 
•arved from frozen snow. 
A can­ 
vas tarpaulin was used tor a roof. 
▼he canvas was supported by fuel 


drums pried up inside the struc­ 
ture. 
‘‘We were hampered by tem pta- 
tures which we estimated as be­ 
ing in the 60s below zero, or cold­ 
er,” Dr. Rodahl said. 
"We had 
no thermometer, but our kerosene 
froze solid when we tried to pour 
it into a frigid stove. A bottle of 
whisky the plane crew threw us 
also froze. 
That would make it 
colder than 60 below.” 
Wind Moves Island 
On the fourth day of the stay 
on the island, a sudden gale sprang 
up within a period of 30 minutes. 
The wind grew in velocity until it 
reached a force of 70 miles an 
hour with gusts up to IOO, Dr. 
Rodahl 
said. 
Powdery 
snow 
whipped up by the wind reduced 
visibility to zero. 
The ice island is 
about 
five 
miles long, eight miles wide and 
200 feet thick in places 
but 
it 
“jerked and twisted as the ice 
pack battered it from aH sides,” 
the scientist said. 
"Above the roar of the gale, we 
could hear the pack grinding and 
roaring around our 
island. 
As 
pressure on the ice built up un­ 
der the force of the wind, loud 
noises that sounded like cannon 
fire came from the ice floes.” 
The men could do nothing, he 
said, but crawl into their newly 


built shelter and (ding to the can­ 
vas roof to keep it from blowing 
away. 
Supplied By Planet 
The storm subsided in about 24 
hours and the men resumed work 
on their shelter. 
They now have 
completed four snow-block build­ 
ings roofed with canvas. Tunnels 
connect the four rooms. 
Tenth rescue squadron planes, 
flying a 2,500 mile 
"milk 
run” 
from Alaska, supplied the island 
with tons of stores and equipment, 
including 90 days rations, a gener­ 
ating plant, 
radio 
transmitting 
equipment to send out weather in­ 
formation and a snow weasel. 
Dr. Rodahl said the ice island 
is drifting at the rate of about one 
mile per hour in the Polar Sea.

(A) If you want your mother- 
in-law to do more to help you, 
you must show greater apprecia­ 
tion for what she does.

Roosevelt's Fala 
Is Buried Near 
Grave Of Master 
By BUTH COWAN 
W ASHINGTON — (IP) — Long- 
tim ers in the W hite House secret 
service w ere recalling .stories to­ 
day about “the inform er.” 
T hat was their nam e for Fala, 
the perky little black scotty, close 
friend of the late President F ran k ­ 
lin D. Roosevelt. 


Fala was buried Sunday in the 
famous rose garden at Hyde P ark, 
N. Y., near the grave of his m as­ 
ter, whose side he seldom left in 
life. 
Fala died in his sleep Saturday, 
two days short of his 12th b irth ­ 
day. He lived seven years, less a 
week. after his m aster’s death. 
Suffering from the infirm ities of 
a dog’s old age, Fala did m anager 
to hold on until after Mrs. Roose­ 
velt’s retu rn from India. 
They, too, had grown close* for 
to her he was a living link w ith 


the past, an ever-am using clown 
whom her husband had 
greatly 
loved. 
To the secret service men, Fala 
w’as 
a delight and a chore—and 
there are some who think he found 
it fun to com plicate their jobs. 
Mike Reilly, recounting his ex­ 
periences in guarding Mr. Roose­ 
velt, described Fala as “the most 
lovable ham on four feet.” 
And ham he was. He liked at­ 
tention and he knew how to get it. 
He was the president’s constant 
traveling com panion, and he got 


his nicknam e, 
“the 
inform er,” 
from the w ay h a gave aw ay the 
chief executive’s presence on trips. 
The secret service would be just 
as happy if a president didn’t have 
an audience every place he went. 
But not Fala. He loved his public. 
The presidential train would be 
stopped at a station. Fala, looking 
out, would decide that was just 
the m om ent he would need a walk 
On the platform , he would frisk 
about—and, of course, be recog­ 
nized. 
No Hollywood star could “mug 


a picture” from Mr. Roosevelt as 
Fala did. And he liked to have his 
picture taken. He would sit quite 
still when a cam era was pointed 
at him. 
Fala came to live at the W hite 
House in A ugust, 1940 — and he 
prom ptly took over. He was a 
personage to be reckoned w ith ev­ 
en in puppyhood.
